med James Dow, his own younger brother, as a clerk or afliſtant 
under him; and after the f@ mes Dow had become fully in- 
ſtructed, and able to manage the buſineſs in the collector's office,

davits, in forging receipts, and reporting payments as made to 
theſe perſons, the tiene of their death reſpectively, ſo as to get 
them continued upon the roll of penſioners. And upon inveſtign- 
tion it was found, that theſe frauds and forgeries muſt have been 
committed by the ſaid Peter Dow and James Dow, when intruſted with 
the bufineſs of p. * Chelſea · penſioners, as above mentioned. 
LTouf Lordihipe be informed, that by an act paſſed in the 
12th year of his late majeſty, cap.

Such being the manner in which the buſineſs of paying the Chel- 
ſea · penſioners is tranſacted, the ſaid Peter Dow and James Dow, who 
were intruſted with making the yoomng within the Linlithgow 
diſtrict, under Archibald Dunbar. the colleQor, as is already ob- 
ſerved, having formed and deviſed a fraudulent plan of enriching 
themſelves at the public expence, did, upon various occaſions, to 
be juſt now mentioned, during the courſe of the years 1767, 1768, 
1769, 1770, 17:71, and 1772, after they knew that ſundry penſioners 
reſiding within the Linlithgow diſtrict were dead, oontrive, not- 
rer to keep their names upon the roll of penſioners; and 
this they did by applying to one or other of the juſtices for the 
county of Stirling, to ſign affidavits, expreſſing, that ſuch n+ 
ers had appeared, and made oath with regard to their admiſſion as 
penſioners of the hoſpital, their age at that time, their place of re- 
ſidence, and other particulars above mentioned; which · the juſtices 
ſometimes did, upon the faith of their aſſurances; and at other time 
the ſaid james Dow and Peter Dow, or one or other of them, di 
forge ſuch affidavits which never were ſigned by the juſtices, whoſe 
names are thereto affixed.
